overruled, then a writ of prohibition 
will be 
asked to 
prevent further ac­ 
tion by the state 
courts in the state 
supreme court.

State, county and city officials gath­ 
ered at the Lee-Huckins hotel Sun­ 
day, and the capital question was of 
prim e importance, even overshadow­ 
ing the prim aries of August 2.It was 
the c' a census of opinion that the cap­ 
ital fight will end for good in the 
^ state supreme court, and that a writ 
of prohibition will permit the state’s 
records and documents being moved 
to the old high school building in 
Oklahoma City which has been se­ 
cured for capital purposes. 
Federal intervention is believed to 
be out of the question, say prominent 
officials. 
Commission Not Selected. 
Governor Haskell will not appoint 
k e capital commission until the pres­ 
ent case in the state courts is settled. 
This will be finished before the latter 
part of the week, but tim governor 
will in all probability wait until next 
Monday before selecting the men. 
The case to come up in the district

The provision agreed to today and 
adopted by both houses shuts out all 
such contracts as those alleged to 
be held by McMurray unless they are 
approved by congress. The bill which 
the McMurray interests favored re­ 
quired that the contracts need only 
have the approval of the president 
and secretary of the interior.

provision adopted today also requires

This was a step further than Senator 
Gore had asked congress to go as he 
wras satisfied to have the approval of 
congress required for the McMurray 
contracts. 
The senate, shortly after it met at

Senator Gore three days ago, and re­ 
ferred to the committee to audit and 
control contingent expenses of the 
senate.
